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Participating in an NSOEA Sales Management 
Seminar is a genuine educational experience. Al- 
though the last one of the initial series, held in the 
Hershey Hotel, Hershey, Pa., was the only one in 
the range of my experience, I am sure that it was 
representative and consequently I am enthusiastically 
convinced that an exceptionally effective means has 
been found to disseminate information and ideas 
to office equipment and supply dealers 

Five days of concentrated study and discussion of 
actual case histories was no picnic, but the results in 
terms of knowledge and understanding justified every 
moment of painful agitation of gray matter One of 
the outstanding values resided in the fact that the 
case histories simply presented situations and goals, 
leaving it up to the group m« mbers to think their 
ways into methods of solution 

In order that the seminar technique could be em 
ployed at maximum effectiveness, all of the NSOEA 
seminars were limited to about 30 people. And ther« 
in lies an inherent limitation of an otherwise com 
pletely successful medium of education. The need 
for the kind of knowledge obtainable at the seminars 
is industry wide. To implement a program of sem 
inars that would meet that broad need through group 
units of 30 people is manifestly impossible except on 
a very long term basis. Perhaps some genius will 
come up with an answer. In the meantime, the 
seminar idea should be put into function in as many 
places as possible and cover as many aspects ol 
dealer operations as investigating facilities permit 
and teaching personnel allows

Setting up briefing stations would involve consid 
erable time and some expense, but establishing and 
operating information centers could very well prove 
to be the State Department's most productive invest

can produce a walloping good sales presentation based 
on these figures or on any similar set of figures you care 
to choose. An employee who costs $5,720 per year must 
have the most efficient, comfortable and productive 
tools possible to provide. For, without such tools, the 
company is bound to take an out-of pocket loss on that 
employee. 

For this $5,720-per-year employee, how much can 
business afford to invest in furniture? One answer is to 
take one month’s salary and costs—or $476—for tool- 
ing. Another answer: take 10% of one year's salary and 
other costs. We then come up with $572 

Try it one more way. An investment of 10% of 
one year’s salary will provide all the furniture a worker 
will need for 20 years. Using the 20-year figure 
(perhaps too extended), the $572 investment works out 
at $28.60 per year. 

It may be better to use a 10-year life-of-furniture 
figure. This would work out to $57.20 per year for 
proper tooling. 

Here is what we must do to sell modern modular 
furniture: make the user think about $57.20 per year 
—as compared with wage and overhead costs of $5,720 
per year. 


Sell The Long Range Benefits and Savings 
In February, 1959, when I was in New York check- 
ing on furniture sales, talking to dealers, salesmen and 
users, one good salesman said he didn’t believe that in 
providing for clerical help a business was justified in 
investing in a sound, modern desk, side piece or cre- 
denza. 
When I asked him the price of the two pieces, added 
$80 for a corking good posture chair, and gave him 
this cost-of-furniture-vs-salary-and-space-costs pitch, he

said, “My gosh, I never figured it that way. Most 
customers tell me they can’t afford modular units for 
clerical help and I just took their word for it.” 

This occurred in one of New York's impressive sales 
and display rooms where three or four currently-hot 


lines of modular furniture were on sale. Naturally, a 
buyer will be a bit shocked at a $500 to $600 quotation 
to equip a clerk with a place to sit and work. But when 
we get out a pencil and figure costs to maintain one 
worker with the necessary space and services to house 
her, it is evident the cost is justified and will show better 
return on the investment than most expenditures 


Selling Never Has Been, Never Will Be Easy 

Selling modern office furniture isn't easy and never 
will be easy until we learn to think and sell in terms of 
customer-user benefits. 

Business never leaps to open the money drawer for 
new equipment until someone shows how and why this 
new equipment is a good investment. Can we show that 
modern office furniture with a two-unit desk and side 
piece or credenza is a good investment ? 

Here, I believe, is the answer: study the user's work 
pattern. Take the typical business executive to whose 
desk people come all day long with papers, letters, 
reports, designs and proposals. Since he cannot im 
mediately attend to each new stack of material, his desk 
is piled high by 10 A.M. Through most of the remain 
ing hours of the day, he shuffles through this mass of 
documents, trying to find the one paper which always 
seems at the bottom of the pile. 

By 3:30 he manages to clear his desk and glance at 
a few reports. After a coffee break, he returns to find his 
desk again piled high with data, reading material and 
mail 

All day, every day, he struggles with this mass of

memo without pushing a pile of papers to one side. 
Today's typical executive desk has no place for 

massive telephone books or catalogs, for a tape recorder 


It has no 
efficient r for his incoming mail, and use of the 
onventional “in’’ and “‘out” baskets robs the desk of 
work spac 

His teleph stand or cabinet is always just out of 


reach and he may have to swing open a cabinet door to 


consult his telephone directory. 


Sell the Solution to Daily Confusion 


For this horrible state of confusion the answer ts a 


dern desk—with a top just big enough for work 
space, a pad or daily calendar, and possibly a 
emento or two—plus a credenza placed either in an 
L”’ adjoining the desk or behind it to accommodate 
telephone, dictating or communications device, fre- 
quently-consulted material such as big catalogs, price 
lists, tax books, directories, and other records. Thus, 
erything i executive uses IS within arm's reach. 
The off furniture salesman or dealer who comes to 
he rescue of our harassed and typical executive will find 
in order awaiting him the moment he proves he has 
solution the day's work-load problem.

Then he will know whether his creation helps or 
hinders the day's work. 

After long years we have desks which are functional, 
light, strong, of correct height, and uncluttered with 
drawers requiring the strength of a Santa Gertrudis 
bull to open. We have chairs light enough to be lifted 
by the frail slip of a girl so often seen in smart offices. 

In other words, we have office tooling which makes 
common sense. It is flexible in use, it conserves space, 
time, energy, and it helps to speed the work flow and 
banish 3:00 P.M. fatigue.

Put Emphasis on What Furniture Will Do 

We need to think more about w/a modern furniture 
will do for customers and less about who designed it 
and whether it’s of steel, wood, leather, aluminum or 
synthetics. 

In office furniture selling, the main consideration is 
and always will be, the CUSTOMER-USER. The 
moment we forget his problems and attempt to sell him 
something because we have it on the floor or because we 
had cocktails with the designer or manufacturer at the 
Chicago show, we are wrong. We're off the track, off- 
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beat and out of step. At least 979% of our thinking and 


effort should be concerned with “What will this furni 
ture do for the man who pays for it and for the on 
who uses it? 

Take the small businessman, and what will modert 
furniture do for him? 

Whether he be druggist, supermarket owner, farn 
implement dealer, your small businessman is ever short 
of help. Because he is buyer, manager, merchandising 
expert, accountant, public relations man and financial 
committee rolled into one, his days are never long 
enough 

And nine times out of 10, his office furniture is 
strictly 1912

It was this dramatic impact of atmosphere that Wal- 
ter Hanson strove for when he decided to go ahead with 
his design center.

Hollis returned 
specifications which called for the furnishing of his ex 
ecutive office, his secretary's office, the general office, 
filing room and cafeteria. Ayre drew up plans and a 
bid which interested Hollis to the point that, when 
next in Litchfield, he drove the 44 miles to Jefferson's 
design center in Springfield 
Here, Ayre had the opportunity to show Hollis the 
variety of furniture Jefferson could provide. (The firm 
carries the lines of Alma Desk 5. Do More Chair 
Co., Inc., Gunlocke Chair Co., Harter Chair Co., Leo- 
pold Desk Co., Shaw-Walker Co. and Steelcase, Inc.)

If an executive office is all that is being considered, 
an attempt is made to discover the temperament and 
personality of the executives; what colors he likes, 
what are his hobbies and interests. 

Because the customer has had the opportunity to se- 
lect from the model offices, this information is highly 
accurate. Occasionally, when the customer likes the 
desk in one model office but not the flavor of accesso- 
ries, the desk can be changed to another office. Hanson 
designed his center with this flexibility in mind so the 
customer could always choose the office arrangement 
which appealed to him the most 

Sometimes the customer chooses elements of many of 
the models. On these occasions, Ayre, who has had a 
background in art, will do a rough sketch and color 
rendering. Upon final approval, orders are put through 
and the installation made. 

Although the investment in the model offices is 
considerable, the profit more than compensates for it. 
Hanson explains his increased profit this way: The mod- 
el offices enable him to sell a complete installation to 
more customers than he had been able to in the past. 

The complete installation generally provides a more 
modern and efficient operation than what the client had 
before. His satisfaction results in repeat business for 
Jefferson. Then too, Hanson says, selling a complete of- 
fice reduces competition from discount sellers. 

By providing his customers a choice through the 
model offices, Walter Hanson has been able to increase 
his sales. But there is yet another effect which is quite 
obvious at Jefferson Stationers. The design center has 
proved to be as much of a psychological whip for the 
staff as it has for the customers. After meeting the 
successful initial results, Hanson and his men have been 
moved to a new enthusiasm.
